Jake Shearer, American-owned articulated tug and barge (ATB), is in distress in Heiltsuk waters 

Heiltsuk Tribal Council has become aware that Jake Shearer, an American-owned articulated tug and barge 


(ATB), is in distress in Heiltsuk waters about 2 nautical miles south of Goose Island. The vessel is believed to 
be carrying a full load of oil products; if so, it may have up to 10,000 tons of fuel on board. 
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Preliminary reports suggest that the vessel has lost power and dropped the barge's anchor. We understand that 
the Canadian Coast Guard vessel Gordon Reid has been tasked with an initial response and expects to reach the 
stricken vessel around 19:30 with the intention of attaching a tow line. HTC and our stewardship office are in 
close contact with Prince Rupert Coast Guard to monitor the situation. 


This ATB is similar to the Nathan E. Stewart, the tug and barge which ran around in Seaforth Channel last fall, 
devastating marine resources when it spilled over 100,000 L of diesel. That response was complicated by 
turbulent coastal weather conditions similar to those we are experiencing tonight. 


Heiltsuk vessels, including our Guardian Watchmen, will be on scene as soon it is safe to attend to the situation 
in local vessels. 


This incident highlights the desperate need for Indigenous-led response capacity on the central coast. Heiltsuk 
will continue to push forward our proposal for an Indigenous Marine Response Centre, and in the meantime, we 
will provide an update on this developing emergency situation as more information becomes available.

Issue: At 1600 PST, on Sunday, November 27 2017, the tugboat Jake Shearer lost control of its barge south of Goose 
Island, Queen Charlotte Sound. 30 knot southerly winds and 5 m seas have made it impossible for the tug to regain 
control of the barge. The barge is loaded with about 3.5 million litre of diesel and approximately 0.5 million litres of 
gasoline. 


The area is within Heiltsuk Territory, an area which was impacted by the sinking of another US tug the Nathan E. Stewart 
in 2016. CCG has been in discussion with the First Nation. The Chief and councilors have been active on social media 
channels. Media have been directed to the Joint Rescue Coordination Centre (JRCC), as this is considered an active 
SAR case. 


Proposed messaging: 

e The tug Jake Shearer and its barge became separated on Sunday afternoon in poor weather conditions south of 
Goose Island in Queen Charlotte Sound on the Central Coast of British Columbia. High seas and strong winds 
have prevented recovery of the barge at this time. 

e Canadian Coast Guard ship Gordon Reid is on-site and as standing by. 

e Two people from the tug crew are on-board the barge. The barge has dropped anchor which is holding. 

e Coast Guard is standing by in the event that a search and rescue is required. 

e Other tugs will be enroute to assist. 

If pressed: 

e The barge is loaded with approximately 3.5 million litres of diesel and approximately 0.5 million litres of gasoline. 

° The Tug Jake Shearer is a pusher type tug. Due to the nature of the incident it is not able to affect a rescue of 
the barge.

Jake Shearer, American-owned articulated tug and barge (ATB), is in distress in Heiltsuk waters Heiltsuk Tribal Council 
has become aware that Jake Shearer, an American-owned articulated tug and barge (ATB), is in distress in Heiltsuk 
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waters about 2 nautical miles south of Goose Island. The vessel is believed to be carrying a full load of oil products; if so, 
it may have up to 10,000 tons of fuel on board. 

Preliminary reports suggest that the vessel has lost power and dropped the barge's anchor. We understand that the 
Canadian Coast Guard vessel Gordon Reid has been tasked with an initial response and expects to reach the stricken 
vessel around 19:30 with the intention of attaching a tow line. HTC and our stewardship office are in close contact with 
Prince Rupert Coast Guard to monitor the situation. 

This ATB is similar to the Nathan E. Stewart, the tug and barge which ran around in Seaforth Channel last fall, 
devastating marine resources when it spilled over 100,000 L of diesel. That response was complicated by turbulent 
coastal weather conditions similar to those we are experiencing tonight. 

Heiltsuk vessels, including our Guardian Watchmen, will be on scene as soon it is safe to attend to the situation in local 
vessels. 

This incident highlights the desperate need for Indigenous-led response capacity on the central coast. Heiltsuk will 
continue to push forward our proposal for an Indigenous Marine Response Centre, and in the meantime, we will provide 
an update on this developing emergency situation as more information becomes available.

Meeting Purpose 


To discuss the Heiltsuk proposal for an Indigenous Marine Response Centre, and the current 
marine incident (fuel barge Zidell 277 adrift in Queen Charlotte Sound). 


Heiltsuk Objectives 


To secure support for funding of the proposed Indigenous Marine Response Centre, based on 
Heiltsuk’s concern that insufficient emergency response resources are available to respond to 
incidents on the Central Coast in a timely way. 


Fuel Barge Adrift 


On Sunday November 26th, 2017 at 18:41 ET, the Jake Shearer, a US registered tug, reported 
they had been struck by a rogue wave and had been disconnected from their US registered 
laden fuel barge (the Zidel 277). By 21:50, crew from the Jake Shearer were on the barge and 
had deployed the barge’s anchor. Emergency vessels en route included the Canadian Coast 
Guard (CCG) vessels CCGS Gordon Reid and Cape St. James, three response tugs, and two 
WCMRC vessels with emergency response equipment. 


As of 07:00 ET, 27 November 2017, the tugs Norma H and Gulf Cajun were on scene and had 
gotten the barge under tow. By 13:00 ET, the tug Jake Shearer had the barge in tow and was 
headed northbound to calmer water. Two crew remained on the barge. The tug Gulf Cajun and 
CCGS Gordon Reid provided escort. By 16:37 ET, the tug Jake Shearer and barge were 
headed to Norman Morisson Bay, Seaforth Channel for shelter and repairs. The two vessels 
will not depart without clearance from Transport Canada. 


At the time of the incident the tug Jake Shearer and their laden fuel barge were transiting 
through the inside passage of British Columbia, on transit to its destination point of Skagway, 
Alaska. The barge and tug originated from Cherry Point, Washington. 


The barge contains 4 million litres of diesel and gasoline combined onboard, equivalent to 
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3,400 metric tonnes. The barge did not have a Pacific Pilotage Authority (PPA) Pilot onboard. 
PPA has confirmed the tug has a coastal waiver from compulsory pilotage, valid to March 1, 
2018. 


Reconciliation Framework Agreement on Oceans Management and Protection 


The draft Framework Agreement has been under negotiation since April 2017. It borrows from 
the Coastal First Nations Fisheries Reconciliation Framework Agreement which was recently 
ratified by DFO and CIRNA (October 2017). 


A meeting on October 11, 2017 between Deputy Ministers of Fisheries and Oceans and 
Transport Canada with Pacific North Coast Nations (21 groups and communities) confirmed 
high level commitment to conclude the agreement as quickly as possible. 


The purpose of the agreement is to “facilitate reconciliation by establishing a process through 
which Parties can further explore, discuss, and work to develop existing commitments or reach 
new agreement’ on identified subject areas, including under Marine Emergency Preparedness 
and Response: 


e Roles, responsibilities and authorities in incident management. 


° Identification of requirements and gaps of marine emergency preparedness and 
response capabilities on the west coast, including but not limited to 


e Network of First Nations Community Response Teams, including | 


e Places of refuge planning 


° Planning and response for emergencies involving dangerous goods. 


Heiltsuk Tribal Council Marine Incident Response Centre (IMRC): Creating a World-Leading 
Response System 


In Heiltsuk's view, the Nathan E. Stewart oil spill response effort in October 2016 demonstrated 
that response capability on the central coast of BC is currently “inadequate, slow, and unsafe’. 


The Heiltsuk report highlights where the need for emergency response capability along the 
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central and north coast of British Columbia is most urgent, and outlines a plan for an Indigenous 
Marine Response Centre (IMRC) near Bella Bella to address this need. 


Following the sinking of the Nathan E Stewart, Minister Marc Garneau, Minister Dominic 
LeBlanc, and Minister Jody Wilson-Raybould visited the community of Bella Bella and met with 
the Heiltsuk Nation. 


A joint Heiltsuk/Federal Steering Committee was also created to coordinate the mitigation of 


environmental, economic and socio-cultural impacts to the community. The committee has met 
on a regular basis and is comprised of representatives from the Heiltsuk Nation, senior level 
representatives from a number of federal government departments, and representation from the 
First Nations Health Authority. 


A Heiltsuk Nation and federal government "Standing Together Symposium’ also took place this 
past May to review what we have collectively learned from the Nathan E Stewart incident and to 
jointly develop a plan for moving forward. 


Key Messages 


Jake Shearer incident 


e Marine Safety and Security within Canadian waters, and the protection 
of the marine environment, is a priority for this Government. The 
Canadian Coast Guard was on-site within hours of the occurrence, and 
the barge is now under tow. 


e Transport Canada is monitoring the situation. We have worked with the 
owner, the Canadian Coast Guard, the Heiltsuk nation and the British 
Columbia Ministry of the Environment and Climate Change to identify a 
suitable place of refuge, and will continue to monitor and adjust this plan 
with our partners if necessary due to changes in weather conditions. 


e Once the situation stabilizes, tug Jake Shearer and the laden fuel barge 
will be inspected by Transport Canada at Port to grant further 
permission to carry on voyage to Skagway, Alaska. 


IF PRESSED 


e TC will continue to work with Federal and Provincial partners and First 
Nations to respond to this event. 


Indigenous Marine Response Centre Report 
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e The Government of Canada has received a copy of the report and we 
will review it as part of our commitment to create a world-leading marine 
safety system. 


e Collaboration with Indigenous peoples is vital to protecting Canada’s 
coasts and waterways, and the Government of Canada wants 
Indigenous peoples to play an active role in marine safety. 


e Through the Oceans Protection Plan, the Government of Canada is 
committed to working with North and Central Coast First Nations, 
including the Heiltsuk, to collaboratively establish a meaningful role in 
emergency response and waterway management that protects all 
communities and livelinoods, while addressing concerns about marine 


shipping.

Transport Canada’s first priority is the safety and protection of the public and the environment. 
Transport Canada was notified that an articulated tug and its barge became separated south of Goose 
Island in Queen Charlotte Sound on the Central Coast of British Columbia B.C. on the afternoon of 
November 26". The tug, Jake Shearer, is a US flagged vessel and the US Coast Guard has been 
informed. 

The Canadian Coast Guard is the lead federal agency. They are monitoring the issue closely and were 
on-site within hours of the occurrence, and the barge is now under tow. 

A National Aerial Surveillance Program (NASP) flight will be conducted tomorrow to determine if there 
has been any fuel discharged from the vessel. 

Transport Canada is monitoring the situation. We have worked with the owner, the Canadian Coast 
Guard, the Heiltsuk nation and the British Columbia Ministry of the Environment and Climate Change 
to identify a suitable place of refuge, and will continue to monitor and adjust this plan with our 
partners if necessary due to changes in weather conditions.

If pressed re: regulations for Articulated Tug Barges: 


Transport Canada is committed to helping protect Canada’s waters from pollution and ensuring that 
marine transportation is safe and efficient. Transport Canada has a robust regulatory regime for the 
safe transportation of oil carried in tankers and barges that is consistent with international 
standards. The Canada Shipping Act, 2001, establishes comprehensive safety standards for all 
Canadian- and foreign-flagged vessels operating in Canadian waters. These standards cover vessel 
construction, equipment, inspections, crew. 
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Under the CSA, 2001, vessels are categorized into different classes (i.e. fishing vessels, tankers, tugs, 
barges, etc.) and required to meet appropriate safety standards based on their unique size, mode of 
operation, crewing, etc. 


e Effective January 1, 2015, all oil tankers and barges must meet international standards for double hull 
construction under the Vessel Pollution and Dangerous Chemicals Regulations (the 
Regulations). Double-hulling, or equivalent protection as appropriate, provides an extra layer of 
protection against possible oil pollution from breaches to a vessel’s hull in the event of running 
aground or a collision. These Regulations apply to all foreign vessels in Canadian waters, whether they 
are visiting a Canadian port or just passing through our waters en route to Alaska. 


e An Articulated Tug and Barge (ATB) is a barge and tug that are physically locked together in a physical 
connection and manoeuvre as a single unit. The barge is considered an "oil barge", which describes 
any non-self propelled and unmanned vessel, other than an oil or gas offshore drilling unit or 
production unit, that is constructed or converted to carry bulk oil as cargo, and a tug. These oil barges 
fall under the Standards and Guidelines for the Construction, Inspection and Operation of Barges that

e ATugis considered " a vessel used exclusively in operations associated with towing another vessel or 
a floating object astern or alongside or in pushing another vessel or a floating object ahead". Tugs fall 
under various regulations, including the Canada Shipping Act, 2001:

Transport Canada is committed to helping protect Canada’s waters from pollution and ensuring that 
marine transportation is safe and efficient. Transport Canada has a robust regulatory regime for the 
safe transportation of oil carried in tankers and barges that is consistent with international 
standards. The Canada Shipping Act, 2001, establishes comprehensive safety standards for all 
Canadian- and foreign-flagged vessels operating in Canadian waters. These standards cover vessel 
construction, equipment, inspections, crew. 
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Under the CSA, 2001, vessels are categorized into different classes (i.e. fishing vessels, tankers, tugs, 
barges, etc.) and required to meet appropriate safety standards based on their unique size, mode of 
operation, crewing, etc. 


e Effective January 1, 2015, all oil tankers and barges must meet international standards for double hull 
construction under the Vessel Pollution and Dangerous Chemicals Regulations (the 
Regulations). Double-hulling, or equivalent protection as appropriate, provides an extra layer of 
protection against possible oil pollution from breaches to a vessel's hull in the event of running 
aground or a collision. These Regulations apply to all foreign vessels in Canadian waters, whether they 
are visiting a Canadian port or just passing through our waters en route to Alaska. 


e AnArticulated Tug and Barge (ATB) is considered an "oil barge", which describes any non-self 
propelled and unmanned vessel, other than an oil or gas offshore drilling unit or production unit, that 
is constructed or converted to carry bulk oil as cargo, and a tug.

Here's the overall ramp up actions on the operational level that's taking place so far.

An update from overnight. Things are stable. We chose to “do no harm” by letting weather abate and allow the most 
capable tug to get on scene to effect the tow.

We'll continue moving assets to the scene, staging out of Port Hardy. We'll aim to send an LO to Bella Bella and shift a 
ICP there if necessary. 

R 


1) The heavy towing vessel Gulf Cajun has been contracted by Harley Marine Services of Seattle to attend to their 
fuel barge anchored near shore on the west side of the Gosling rocks. At this time (02:30) the Bella Bella 
Lifeboat has just secured back at her dock — the crew will require some prone rest before we can task them 
again. That said we are working on a couple of options to have one or more Heiltsuk representatives 
transported to the area of operations later this morning if the weather conditions are safe to do so (including 
potentially joining the Lifeboat crew). 


2) We have tasked the CCG Ship Bartlett from Victoria to attend to the scene — she is underway at this time. That 
said she will not transit past Bella Bella on her initial voyage north. A number of smaller Coast Guard vessels 
have been tasked to muster in Port Hardy tomorrow as well. 

3) Atthis point it appears that the Gulf Cajun will arrive on scene at approximately 07:00. If she is able to connect 


she will tow the fuel barge offshore before heading for a place of refuge — which location options are being 
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assessed by Transport Canada as | write this email. (at the 23:00 coordination call the initial indications are Port 
Hardy) 


4) The case currently remains a Search & Rescue mission — as the barge has 2 crewmembers onboard who must be 
returned to a towing vessel and safety at some point this morning. While it remains a SAR case CCG does not 
work in the unified command model which we utilized together during NES last year. The best way for all of us 
to stay informed is through the CCG ROC/EOC - which has been and will continue to run coordination calls — the 
next of which is scheduled for 08:00. 


5) If the barge grounds overnight or tomorrow morning, the crew will be evacuated and the incident will hand- 
over to Environmental Response. If this happens we will once again engage a Unified Command structure 
combining BCMOE, the Polluter, and Heiltsuk Nation. We would look for your support to provide an Incident 
Commander and to the extent that the Nation can — to integrate in the response wherever you assess 
need. (Environmental Unit, SCAT, Sampling, Operations etc.) 


6) Using precautionary principle our Environmental Response program is mobilizing personnel and equipment 
overnight for staging in Port Hardy. The CCG Station has been advised to prepare itself to host an initial ICP 
starting tomorrow. This does not mean that a forward operating base and/or the full ICP could/would not be 
moved to Bella Bella in the subsequent operating periods if this does indeed turn into an Environmental 
Response operation. In this first operational! period our objective has been to establish an EOC here in Victoria, 
and to assemble and surge assets to the north Island. 


7) twill be handing over the EOC lead to Joanne McNish in a few hours and will include outreach to Heiltsuk 
leadership as priority — we will have a fresh operationa! update in hand at that point, and be in a better position 
to assess together how/when/where we can work most effectively on any potential response. 


8) One final thought for this update: we have tasked a CCG helicopter in support of this operation, its first taskings 
will support personnel transport to the scene. We may be able to subsequently arrange Heiltsuk overflight 


operating out of Bella Bella airport. ! will include this for analysis by the air operations group at first light.

Folks, 

An update from overnight. Things are stable. We chose to “do no harm” by letting weather abate and allow the 
most capable tug to get on scene to effect the tow. If conditions required, the Reid might have moved the barge off, 
but this would have been more risky given bad conditions and limited tow capacity. 

We'll continue moving assets to the scene, staging out of Port Hardy. We'll aim to send an LO to Bella Bella and shift 
a ICP there if necessary. 

R 


1) The heavy towing vessel Gulf Cajun has been contracted by Harley Marine Services of Seattle to attend to 
their fuel barge anchored near shore on the west side of the Gosling rocks. At this time (02:30) the Bella 
Bella Lifeboat has just secured back at her dock — the crew will require some prone rest before we can task 
them again. That said we are working on a couple of options to have one or more Heiltsuk representatives 
transported to the area of operations later this morning if the weather conditions are safe to do so 
(including potentially joining the Lifeboat crew). 


2) We have tasked the CCG Ship Bartlett from Victoria to attend to the scene — she is underway at this 
time. That said she will not transit past Bella Bella on her initial voyage north. A number of smaller Coast 
Guard vessels have been tasked to muster in Port Hardy tomorrow as well. 


3) Atthis point it appears that the Gulf Cajun will arrive on scene at approximately 07:00. If she is able to 
connect she will tow the fuel barge offshore before heading for a place of refuge — which location options 
are being assessed by Transport Canada as | write this email. (at the 23:00 coordination call the initial 
indications are Port Hardy) 


4) The case currently remains a Search & Rescue mission — as the barge has 2 crewmembers onboard who 
must be returned to a towing vessel and safety at some point this morning. While it remains a SAR case CCG 
does not work in the unified command model which we utilized together during NES last year. The best way 
for all of us to stay informed is through the CCG ROC/EOC = which has been and will continue to run 
coordination calls — the next of which is scheduled for 08:00. 


5) Ifthe barge grounds overnight or tomorrow morning, the crew will be evacuated and the incident will hand- 
over to Environmental Response. If this happens we will once again engage a Unified Command structure 
combining BCMOE, the Polluter, and Heiltsuk Nation. We would look for your support to provide an 
Incident Commander and to the extent that the Nation can — to integrate in the response wherever you 
assess need. (Environmental Unit, SCAT, Sampling, Operations etc.) 


6) Using precautionary principle our Environmental Response program is mobilizing personnel and equipment 
overnight for staging in Port Hardy. The CCG Station has been advised to prepare itself to host an initial ICP 
starting tomorrow. This does not mean that a forward operating base and/or the full ICP could/would not 
be moved to Bella Bella in the subsequent operating periods if this does indeed turn into an Environmental 
Response operation. In this first operational period our objective has been to establish an EOC here in 
Victoria, and to assemble and surge assets to the north Island. 


7) Iwill be handing over the EOC lead to Joanne McNish in a few hours and will include outreach to Heiltsuk 
leadership as priority — we will have a fresh operational update in hand at that point, and be in a better 
position to assess together how/when/where we can work most effectively on any potential response. 


8) One final thought for this update: we have tasked a CCG helicopter in support of this operation, its first 
taskings will support personnel transport to the scene. We may be able to subsequently arrange Heiltsuk 
overflight operating out of Bella Bella airport. | will include this for analysis by the air operations group at 
first light. 000348

My name is Nicholas Benoy, and | am a GIS Analyst with the Oceans Program based out of Vancouver. My work 
primarily involves Regional Response Planning. This morning, | was notified of a potential incident involving the ATB 
Jakes Shearer. On Sunday, the vessel was struck by a rogue wave and became completely disconnected from a 
laden fuel barge. CCG is on the scene, and WCMRC spill response boats are standing by. With that said, there is the 
potential for 3.4 million litres of diesel to leak into the marine environment, so we are preparing to stand up in the 
ICS if it comes to that. 


We are currently collecting as much information about the area as possible. At this point, we are looking for an up 
to date list of fishery openings, closures, and other variation notices for your respective fisheries. The Jakes Shearer 
is currently sitting at 51.842111N, 128.545583W, which is in Area 107. However, if the diesel on board was to spill, 
it could potentially impact Areas 7, 8, and 108. ECCC is preparing to send me the tradjectory model shapefile, so | 
will update the list of potentially affected areas once | have the data. 


In the meantime, is it possible for you to provide us with a list of openings, closures, and variation notices for your 
respective fisheries? If you have any questions about the incident itself, please contact Eric Chiang, our RRP 
Program Officer.

An update from overnight. Things are stable. VVe chose to “do no harm” by letting vveather abate and allovv the 
most capable tug to get on scene to effect the tow.

The heavy towing vessel Gulf Cajun has been contracted by Harley Marine Services of Seattle to attend to 
their fuel barge anchored near shore on the west side of the Gosling rocks. At this time (02:30) the Bella 
Bella Lifeboat has just secured back at her dock — the crew will require some prone rest before we can task 
them again. That said we are working on a couple of options to have one or more Heiltsuk representatives 
transported to the area of operations later this morning if the weather conditions are safe to do so 
(including potentially joining the Lifeboat crew). 


We have tasked the CCG Ship Bartlett from Victoria to attend to the scene — she is underway at this 
time. That said she will not transit past Bella Bella on her initial voyage north. A number of smaller Coast 
Guard vessels have been tasked to muster in Port Hardy tomorrow as well. 


At this point it appears that the Gulf Cajun will arrive on scene at approximately 07:00. If she is able to 
connect she will tow the fuel barge offshore before heading for a place of refuge — which location options 
are being assessed by Transport Canada as | write this email. (at the 23:00 coordination call the initial 
indications are Port Hardy) 


The case currently remains a Search & Rescue mission — as the barge has 2 crewmembers onboard who 
must be returned to a towing vessel and safety at some point this morning. While it remains a SAR case CCG 
does not work in the unified command model which we utilized together during NES last year. The best way 
for all of us to stay informed is through the CCG ROC/EOC — which has been and will continue to run 
coordination calls — the next of which is scheduled for 08:00. 


If the barge grounds overnight or tomorrow morning, the crew will be evacuated and the incident will hand- 
over to Environmental Response. If this happens we will once again engage a Unified Command structure 
combining BCMOE, the Polluter, and Heiltsuk Nation. We would look for your support to provide an 
Incident Commander and to the extent that the Nation can — to integrate in the response wherever you 
assess need. (Environmental Unit, SCAT, Sampling, Operations etc.) 


Using precautionary principle our Environmental Response program is mobilizing personnel and equipment 
overnight for staging in Port Hardy. The CCG Station has been advised to prepare itself to host an initial ICP 
starting tomorrow. This does not mean that a forward operating base and/or the full ICP could/would not 
be moved to Bella Bella in the subsequent operating periods if this does indeed turn into an Environmental 
Response operation. In this first operational period our objective has been to establish an EOC here in 
Victoria, and to assemble and surge assets to the north Island.

tasked to muster in Port Hardy tomorrow as well. 


3) Atthis point it appears that the Gulf Cajun will arrive on scene at approximately 
. 07:00. If she is able to connect she will tow the fuel barge offshore before 
heading for a place of refuge — which location options are being assessed by 
Transport Canada as | write this email. (at the 23:00 coordination call the initial 
indications are Port Hardy) 


4) Thecase currently remains a Search & Rescue mission — as the barge has 2 
crewmembers onboard who must be returned to a towing vessel and safety at 
some point this morning. While it remains a SAR case CCG does not work in the 
unified command model which we utilized together during NES last year. The 
best way for all of us to stay informed is through the CCG ROC/EOC - which has 
been and will continue to run coordination calls — the next of which is 
scheduled for 08:00. 


5) If the barge grounds overnight or tomorrow morning, the crew will be 
evacuated and the incident will hand-over to Environmental Response. If this 
happens we will once again engage a Unified Command structure combining 
BCMOE, the Polluter, and Heiltsuk Nation. We would look for your support to 
provide an Incident Commander and to the extent that the Nation can — to 
integrate in the response wherever you assess need. (Environmental Unit, 
SCAT, Sampling, Operations etc.) 

6) Using precautionary principle our Environmental Response program is 
mobilizing personnel and equipment overnight for staging in Port Hardy. The 
CCG Station has been advised to prepare itself to host an initial ICP starting 
tomorrow. This does not mean that a forward operating base and/or the full 
ICP could/would not be moved to Bella Bella in the subsequent operating 
periods if this does indeed turn into an Environmental Response operation. In 
this first operational period our objective has been to establish an EOC here in 
Victoria, and to assemble and surge assets to the north Island. 


7) Iwill be handing over the EOC lead to Joanne McNish in a few hours and will 
include outreach to Heiltsuk leadership as priority — we will have a fresh 
operational update in hand at that point, and be in a better position to assess 
together how/when/where we can work most effectively on any potential 
response. 


8) One final thought for this update: we have tasked a CCG helicopter in support 
of this operation, its first taskings will support personnel transport to the 
scene. We may be able to subsequently arrange Heiltsuk overflight operating 
out of Bella Bella airport. ! will include this for analysis by the air operations 
group at first light.

There was a transfer of product from one hold of the tug to another, to balance the vessel. There is still water getting 
into the vessel; it is still unclear how or where. 


In the case that the Jake Shearer does have a leak, the Eagle Bay does have skimming capabilities, and enough 
storage to hold the 6000 gallons of fuel that is currently in the vessel. 


Kaien Sentinel returned to Prince Rupert at 1500.

Issue: At 1600 PST, on Sunday, November 27 2017, the tugboat Jake Shearer lost control of its barge south of Goose 
Island, Queen Charlotte Sound. Weather made it impossible for the tug to regain control of the barge. The barge is 
loaded with 3.5 million litre of diesel and approximately 0.5 million litres of gasoline. The area is within Heiltsuk 
Territory, an area which was impacted by the sinking of another US tug the Nathan E. Stewart in 2016. CCG has been in 
discussion with the Province, Federal partners and the Heiltsuk First Nation. Media have been directed to the Joint 
Rescue Coordination Centre (JRCC), as this is considered an active SAR case. 


The Heiltsuk chief and councillors have been active on social media channels. Heiltsuk News Release:

Recommendation: As the incident progresses away from a Search and Rescue case, it is anticipated that further media 
calls will be directed to CCG Western Region. At this point we would recommend an experienced spokesperson who 
would provide comment from Victoria/Port Hardy. Additional media can be expected to ask for similar interview. This 
would be helpful to explain CCG’s efforts to mobilize resources in response to a SAR and potential Environmental 
Response case.

Media Lines: 


e The tug Jake Shearer and its barge became separated on Sunday afternoon in poor weather conditions south of 
Goose Island in Queen Charlotte Sound on the Central Coast of British Columbia. High seas and strong winds had 
prevented recovery of the barge. The barge is loaded with approximately 3.5 million litres of diesel and 
approximately 0.5 million litres of gasoline.

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A tow hookup between a response tug and the barge has been successful. At this time, the tug and barge are in 
transit three miles off the coast. Given weather forecast, the aim is position the barge in protected waters to assess 
condition and await another pusher tug. Two crew remain on-board the barge to assist in towing efforts. 


CCGS Gordon Reid it currently escorting the tow. CCG and partners are continuing to move in assets to Port Hardy 
and Shearwater (Bella Bella). 


Canadian Coast Guard ship Gordon Reid has been on-site through the night and has charge as incident commander. 
CCGS Bartlett is on its way to the scene to position environmental response equipment and personnel. Additional 


environmental response equipment is being sent to the scene by land. 


Coast Guard is working closely with the Heiltsuk First Nation, the Province of British Columbia and federal partners.

laden fuel barge. CCG is on the scene, and WCMRC spill response boats are standing by: With that said, there is the 
potential for 3.4 million litres of diesel to leak into the marine environment, so we are preparing to stand up in the 
ICS if it comes to that. 


We are currently collecting as much information about the area as possible. At this point, we are looking for an up 
to date list of fishery openings, closures, and other variation notices for groundfish fisheries. The Jakes Shearer is 
currently sitting at 51.842111N, 128.545583W, which is in Area 107. However, if the diesel on board was to spill, it 
could potentially impact Areas 7, 8, and 108. ECCC is preparing to send me the tradjectory model shapefile, so | will 
update the list of potentially affected areas once | have the data.

Dear Roger, 


My understanding is that under the Shipping Act, the Minister of Transport can appoint Marine Safety 
Inspectors and others. The scope of the inspection would include machinery, equipment, pollution 
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s.19(1) 


protection, protection of the marine environment and inspection of cargo. Both a Marine Safety Inspector 
may be appointed and any other person who is qualified to carry out an inspection. 


Practically, this means: 


1. There is no prohibition under the Act for a Marine Safety Inspector to bring an observer or 
an assistant. This means that the Marine Safety Inspector could bring a Heiltsuk member to 
observe or to take notes. 

2. There is the power for the Ministry to authorize a person to carry out an inspection. This 
means that a Heiltsuk member could accompany a Marine Safety Inspector. This member could 
be, in effect, making observations as the carrying out of an inspection takes place. Our mariners 
are qualified in that they have knowledge and experience with vessels such as this one. 


Also, we see no reason why a term of the inspection could not be set by the Marine Safety Inspector that a 
member of the Nation attend merely to observe. This is a reasonable term given that the vessel is in 
Heiltsuk's territorial waters and the whole community is watching (on water and on land) with deep 
concern about the integrity of the vessels. 


This is an important issue for the Heiltsuk Nation. There must be some practical means by which a 
member of the Nation can observe the inspection.

The Environmental Emergency Program of the BC Ministry of Environment is responsible for 
responding to spills of hazardous materials and harmful substances. The program develops and 
implements tools to prevent, prepare for and respond to oil spills, chemical spills, and spills of 
any substance that could disturb or harm the natural environment. British Columbia has recently 
introduced the first phase of regulations strengthening the Environmental Management Act. The 
regulations bring Division 2.1 Spill Preparedness, Response and Recovery of the Environmental 
Management Act into force as of October 30, 2017. The three new regulations are: 

1) Spill Preparedness, Response and Recovery Regulation; 

2) Spill Reporting Regulation; and, _ 

3) Spill Contingency Planning Regulation. 


This is an information note describing the regulatory requirements of a responsible person in 
relation to a spill event and potential actions that may be ordered by BC government in relation 
to Dangerous Goods Incident Report (DGIR) 172945 Tug Jake Shearer. 


Who is a Responsible Person? 
In this instance, Harley Marine Services Inc is the ‘responsible person’ as they had possession, 
charge or control of a substance or thing when the spill occurred or was at imminent risk of 
occurring. 
Responsible persons must: 

e Report a spill in accordance with the Spill Reporting Regulation (this includes providing contact 

information for the owner of the substance), and 
e Ensure all actions to address a threat or hazard caused by the spill are taken. 


For each incident, a responsible person must determine what, of the following actions, are 
necessary to address threats and hazards and take those that: 

e Ensure skilled persons with the right response equipment are onsite responding; 

e Assess, monitor and prevent the threat; 

e Stabilize, contain, remove and clean up the spill; 

e Identify and evaluate the immediate risks to protect human health, the environment and 


infrastructure;

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e Identify and evaluate long-term effects of the spill; and 
e Take steps to resolve or mitigate long-term impacts. 


The director reserves the right to order responsible persons to take additional actions beyond 
what is prescribed in the regulations. 


As a Responsible Person, What Can I Expect? 


Harley Marine Services may be ordered to produce specific documents, take specific actions or 
be liable for certain costs. A list of potential actions that the BC government may request or 
pursue 19 listed below: 


Recovery Plan 

In the event that the controlled substance is released, depending on the circumstances of the 
situation, a director may order the responsible person to prepare a Recovery Plan to resolve or 
mitigate the environmental impacts of the spill. A Recovery Plan would need to include specific 
information as outlined in Section 6 (1) of the Spill Preparedness, Response and Recovery 
Regulation. 


Recovery of Costs of Government Spill Response 

If the BC government carries out spill response actions to address a spill or an imminent risk of 
a spill occurring, the cost of these actions are considered a debt due to government by the 
responsible person and the owner of the substance or thing. A list of government costs that can 
be recovered are listed in Section 91.4 (1) to (9) of Division 2.1 Spill Preparedness, Response 
and Recovery of the Environmental Management Act. 


Lessons-Learned Report 

In the event that the controlled substance is released from the barge, a director may order that a 
responsible person submit a written Lessons-learned Report. The report needs to be made in 
writing within 6 months after the emergency response completion date for the spill and must 
include specific information as outlined in Section 7 (1) to(3) of the Spill Reporting Regulation. 


For additional information, refer to the environmental emergency fact sheets that were 
developed to assist in the understanding of how to comply with the new regulatory 
requirements.

Engineering has completed an assessment of the fuel state on board the Jake Shearer utilizing 
information from before the incident and the current soundings of the tanks provided by the vessel 
crew. The fuel load on board at the time of departure from last port less the amount used during the 
transit corresponds well with the fuel amount currently on board. We have had an ingress of water to 
one forward fuel tank or the adjoining ballast water tank. The rate of ingress of water is fairly small. 
There has been no loss of fuel from the vessel. 


The vessel is stable and will remain stable, as the ingress of water is confined to the two tanks. 
The divers that have been scheduled to attend will inspect the hull to determine any damaged locations 


and make temporary repairs if required. ABS has been contacted and indicated that they intend to 
attend the vessel to perform an assessment prior to departure from its current anchorage.

The Jake Shearer and its barge are in safe anchorage in Heiltsuk's territorial waters. Heiltsuk 
Nation is a sovereign nation and exercises governance over all its territories including its marine 


. waters. The Jake Shearer and its barge are carrying a significant amount of diesel (350 million 


litres) and lubricant oils. It is necessary for the Nation to ensure the safety of its marine 


environment by overseeing the activities of the Jake Shearer and its barge in our waters. Only 
yesterday, the Jake Shearer violently uncoupled from its barge just off Goose Island, posing the 


danger of a grounding and oil spill into the marine environment. This area is one of Heiltsuk's 
bread baskets. 


additional burden to the activities on the vessels. Harley Marine's objection to Heiltsuk's 
entitlement to observe the inspection is very disconcerting. It suggests there may be some 
concerning conduct on the part of Harley Marine, which we understand has been denied by 
Harley Marine in media reports.

| wanted to provide a back brief on this morning's tasks: 


1. Facilitate Unified Command integration with BCMOE, Harley Marine Services, and Heiltsuk Nation — location at 
UC discretion Port Hardy. 

o Creation and integration of Unified Command completed, and continues into the next operational 
period. All incident commanders are in communication with their appropriate EOC's for strategic 
direction, and support as needed. 

2. Establish FOB in Bella Bella — constituted at minimum one ER personnel (compliment to be assessed as 
requirements dictate) 

o ER personnel transited to Bella Bella via CCG Helicopter this morning to establish a FOB. This served to 
be a critical link in liaising with local reps. This is planned for tomorrow's operational period. 

3. Establish 24 hour operational periods — assess pollution threat associated with Barge Zidel 277 and tug Jake 
Shearer; mitigate risk where appropriate. 

o The incident’s operational period in 0700 — 0700, however ICP is unmanned between 1800 - 0700. 
During this time, a communication protocol has been setup between the tug Jake Shearer, and CCG. If 
either the tug or barge discharges oil, encounters any stability issues, or changes locations, it is to advice 
CCG in Port Hardy, as well as the Gordon Reid, ASAP. 

o UC continues to assess the pollution threat. Mitigation measure include: 

" Preventative containment booming around the tug 
=  Standing-up of a virtual Environmental Unit 
= Creating a contingency plan for response in the event of discharge. This includes containment, 
recover and the storage of oil, equal to the potential volume of oil that could discharged. 
4. Support Transport Canada assessment of Tug and Barge. 

o Through the ROC, the UC has utilised the Bella Bella LBS to assist in transiting the TC inspectors to and 

from Norman Morrison and Bella Bella. 
5. Support transportation of UC membership as assessed safe to do so (to/from FOB AOR) 

o Completed. 

6. Assess requirement for Environmental Unit — ready source agencies and gather preliminary sensitivity data. 

o Avirtual EU has been stood up by BC MOE, ECCC, DFO, CCG and Heiltsuk. This team has had a 
productive coordination call (notes attached), and created various documents as a precautionary 
measure (232, sensitivity maps, trajectory). 

7. Employ "Unified" communications strategy amongst UC leads - EOC to provide Communications support 

o Attached you'll find the IAP for tomorrow's operation. In regards to EOC communications, the UC is 

using a 209 (Status Summary) to document/communicate the incident, and the planned operations.

o 2CCGER staff were on the Transport Canada 951 pollution overflight yesterday and flew 
the initial incident location and route of the vessel to its position at the time. No 
pollution was found. 

e Erika notes that it is not a breeding time of year for birds however there are some winter 
waterfowl in the area.

At 0600, the Eagle Bay departed Klemtu for Norman Morrison Bay to help assist vvith the response. Due to rough 
weather conditions, the Eagle Bay was forced to return to Klemtu to leave the boom skiff they carried behind, and 
then returned towards Norman Morrison Bay as planned. 


The Jake Shearer and Zidell 277 were anchored in Norman Morrison Bay at 1820, where they stayed secure 
throughout the night. The CCG’s Gordon Reid stayed with them to oversee. There has been no pollution sighted. 


WCMRC's trailers and barges have been stood down. The Gil Sentinel is positioned in Klemtu, waiting for a weather 
window to return to Prince Rupert. The G.M. Penman is in Port Hardy standing down. 


Environmental Response have been monitoring for hydrocarbons; none have been detected. 
Harley Marine Services is on scene in Norman Morrison Bay. 


Overflights of Norman Morrison Bay have occurred. Nothing new to report; the situation remains the same. CCG 
443 grounded in Port Hardy. 


There was a transfer of product from one hold of the tug to another, to balance the vessel. There is still water getting 
into the vessel; it is still unclear how or where. 


In the case that the Jake Shearer does have a leak, the Eagle Bay does have skimming capabilities, and enough 
storage to hold the 6000 gallons of fuel that is currently in the vessel. 


Kaien Sentinel returned to Prince Rupert at 1500. 


5. Future Outlook/Goals/Needs/Issues: 


The UC is looking to ensure the response resources being utilized are appropriate for the situation at hand, and will 
be assessing throughout the rest of this operational period. 


A liaison group is being formed today in Bella Bella with Provincial, CCG and Heiltsuk representatives. The UC is 
looking at the potential development of an IAP. The liaison group will be returning to Bella Bella on November 29". 


Divers (Hydra) are to be deployed to site tomorrow. Their Pacific Coastal charter flight out of South Terminal is at 
1330 tomorrow to Bella Bella. A Heiltsuk vessel will be recruited to escort them to scene. 


TC, Harvey Marine and Heiltsuk observer completing ongoing inspection. 


The tug Ear! W. Redd is planned to remove the barge Zidell 277 once the barge is cleared by TC for transportation. 
This is currently not viable due to weather conditions.

Data in this preliminary report were derived from technical sources and from consultation with 
Environment and Climate Change Canada (ECCC) species experts. This information 
represents ECCC’s Canadian Wildlife Service (CWS) current knowledge of habitats and 
ecosystems in the area. However, this does not mean that areas not identified have no value. 
Areas not identified may still be important to migratory birds but currently lack associated data to 
confirm their value | 


This information does not waive any obligations to comply with relevant legislation related to 
birds such as the Species at Risk Act (SARA) or the Migratory Birds Convention Act 1994 
(MBCA). 


Some bird species are protected by the provincial Wildlife Act and not the MBCA. Several of 
these species are included in this list, but raptors (such as bald eagles and peregr ine falcons) 
and other coastal birds (kingfishers, crows, and ravens) are not included and the BC M inistry of 
Forests, Lands, and Natural Resource Operations Fish and Wildlife Branch should be 
consulted. 


Preparedness for the operation may include the development of a site-specific wildlife response 
plan, including requirements for permitting, plans for hazing or deterrence, as well as a capture, 
treatment (rehabilitation or euthanasia), and carcass collection plan. CWS can work with the 
response organization on developing thes e plans.

Migratory Birds 


The number of birds required for a species to be considered in significant numbers depends on 
the species, and the number of birds in an area can vary from a few individuals to several 
thousand depending on the species, exact time of year, and weather conditions. An on-site 
survey would be needed in order to confirm the actual species and numbers present in the area 
at the time of an incident. 


The Bella Bella area, including Norman Morison Bay, and the adjacent Raymond Channel and 
Seaforth Channel, is a productive and valuable ecos ystem (Figures 1 and 2). It provides 
wintering, migration, feeding and breeding habitats for seabirds, as well as for raptors, 
passerines and other species. in general, birds present in the area in November to December 
will include fall migrants, as well as birds returning to their winter range. In general, it is common 
to see pulses and congregations of birds during fall migration as the birds move to wintering 
habitat for the winter/non-breeding period. Fall surveys in Seaforth Channel and surrounds in 
2016 observed numerous waterbirds in the area, including gulls, cormorants, grebes, loons, 
geese, ducks (scoters, goldeneye, mergansers, harlequin ducks), shorebirds (phalaropes,

turnstones and oystercatchers), as well as seabirds (Rhinoceros Auklets, Pigeon Guillemot, 
Marbled Murrelet) and Great Blue Heron. 


Species at Risk 


Marbled Murrelet (Threatened, SARA schedule 1), and Great Blue Heron (Special Concern, 
SARA schedule 1) occur in the area year round. Terrestrial (breeding) critical habitat for 
Marbled Murrelet is located nearby, but the birds use the marine areas year round. The Marine 
Bird Area of Interest (MBAOT) in Raymond Channel in Figure 3 is identified based on Marbled 
Murrelet marine habitat use. 


Estuaries 


There are no Pacific Estuary Conservation Program identified estuaries in the immediate area 
around Norman Morison Bay, however, all estuaries have significant ecological values in all 
seasons and should be consider ed a priority for protection. 


Important Bird Areas 


Goose Island Group and Banks

The Goose Island Group and Banks is a BirdLife International Important Bird Area designated in 
the region, IBAs are identified according to their significance (based on international bird 
population and habitat thresholds) as either globally, continentally, or nationally significant. Bird 
Studies Canada coordinates volunteer custodians assigned to all IBAs that could be valuable 
assistance. 


The Goose Island Group and Banks IBA site qualifies as a nationally significant site for Black 

Oystercatcher. Surveys in 1988 found 17 pairs, which is about 2% of the Canadian population. 
Marbled Murrelets, a nationally threatened species, were seen on the water during surveys in 

1988 and 1990, with 129 and 100 birds recorded, respectively. 


The complex nearshore waters contain diverse fish populations, which provide a rich 
environment for marine-associated birds during spring and summer. Generally, the shallow 
waters (<200 m deep) over the continental shelf support the highest pelagic bird numbers. 
Shipboard surveys along the coast have identified Goose Banks as one of the areas that 
supports high concentrations of pelagic birds. Although the precise number of birds using these 
banks is unknown, during spring there is a significant nearshore migration of Sooty Shearwaters 
and Red-necked and Red phalar opes.

e The Jake Shearer tug and barge remain in the designated place of refuge with no indications of fuel release from 
either. The tug remains boomed as a precautionary measure. 


e Transport Canada inspectors arrived yesterday afternoon, after a weather delay, and were able to begin their 
inspection. A representative of the responsible person, Harley Marine Services, and a representative of the Heiltsuk 
Nation observed the inspection. 


e Transport Canada completed their inspection of the Jake Shearer tug and barge overnight. Before the tug and barge 
can transit out of the place of refuge, two additional assessments are required. Inspectors specializing in this 
particular type of vessel must conduct a secondary assessment. Divers must also complete an underwater 
assessment. The divers and classification specialists are expected to arrive today. 


e The Canadian Coast Guard vessel, the Gordon Reid, remains on site and will continue to monitor. Western Canada 
Marine Response Corporation's vessel, the Eagle Bay, is also monitoring the incident.

e Transport Canada's first priority is the safety and protection of the public and the environment. 
Transport Canada was notified that an articulated tug and its barge became separated south of Goose 
Island in Queen Charlotte Sound on the Central Coast of British Columbia B.C. on the afternoon of 
November 26", The tug, Jake Shearer, is a US flagged vessel and the US Coast Guard has been 
informed. 

The Canadian Coast Guard is the lead federal agency responding to this incident. They are monitoring‏ ٭ 
the issue closely and were on-site within hours of the occurrence.‏ 

e An Incident Command Post has been set up in Port Hardy with a Unified Command System comprised 
of Harley Marine (Responsible Party), Heiltsuk Nation, Canadian Coast Guard, Provincial Ministry of 
Environment, and West Coast Marine Response Corporation. 

e Transport Canada worked with the owner, the Canadian Coast Guard, the Heiltsuk nation and the 
British Columbia Ministry of the Environment and Climate Change to identify a suitable place of refuge. 

e The tug JAKE SHEARER and barge ZIDEL 227 are anchored at Norman Morisson Bay, Seaforth Channel. 
Both vessels are boomed as a precautionary measure. Arrangements are in place for a TC compliance 
inspection for both vessels before granting further permission to carry on voyage to Skagway, Alaska. 

e National Aerial Surveillance Program (NASP) flights are being conducted to monitor and assess the 
situation. 

TCwill continue to work with Federal and Provincial partners and First Nations to respond to this‏ ٭ 
event.‏ 


If pressed re: regulations for Articulated Tug Barges: 


e Transport Canada has a robust regulatory regime for the safe transportation of oil carried in tankers 
and barges that is consistent with international standards. The Canada Shipping Act, 2001, establishes 
comprehensive safety standards for all Canadian- and foreign-flagged vessels operating in Canadian 
waters. These standards cover vessel construction, equipment, inspections, crew. 
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e Under the CSA, 2001, vessels are categorized into different classes (i.e. fishing vessels, tankers, tugs, 
barges, etc.) and required to meet appropriate safety standards based on their unique size, mode of 
Operation, crewing, etc. 


e Effective January 1, 2015, all oil tankers and barges must meet international standards for double hull 
construction under the Vessel Pollution and Dangerous Chemicals Regulations (the 
Regulations). Double-hulling, or equivalent protection as appropriate, provides an extra layer of 
protection against possible oil pollution from breaches to a vessel’s hull in the event of running 
aground or a collision. These Regulations apply to all foreign vessels in Canadian waters, whether they 
are visiting a Canadian port or just passing through our waters en route to Alaska. 


e An Articulated Tug and Barge (ATB) is a barge and tug that are physically locked together in a physical 
connection and manoeuvre as a single unit. The barge is considered an "oil barge", which describes 
any non-self propelled and unmanned vessel, other than an oil or gas offshore drilling unit or 
production unit, that is constructed or converted to carry bulk oil as cargo, and a tug. These oil barges 
fall under the Standards and Guidelines for the Construction, Inspection and Operation of Barges that 
Carry Oil in Bulk: http://www.tc.gc.ca/eng/marinesafety/tp-tp11960-menu-375.htm 


e A Tug is considered " a vessel used exclusively in operations associated with towing another vessel or 
a floating object astern or alongside or in pushing another vessel or a floating object ahead". Tugs fall 
under various regulations, including the Canada Shipping Act, 2001: 
https://www.tc.gc.ca/eng/marinesafety/tp-tp15180-general-4268.htm 


e Collaboration with Indigenous communities is an important part of protecting Canada's coasts and 
waterways. Moving forward, the Government of Canada will work in partnership with Indigenous 
communities and other key stakeholders to develop and deliver the Oceans Protection Plan, a $1.5 
billion national plan to improve marine safety and responsible shipping, protect Canada's marine 
environment, and offer new possibilities for Indigenous and coastal communities. The Oceans 
Protection Plan will create long-term training and jobs for Indigenous communities across Canada, 
ensuring a meaningful role in emergency response and waterway management that protects their 
communities and livelihoods, while addressing their concerns about marine shipping. 


If pressed re: current Heiltsuk blockade (now resolved): 


° Transport Canada marine safety inspectors are granted authority under the Canada Shipping Act, 2001, 
to board vessels in Canadian waters for the purpose of conducting inspections and investigations. 


° Transport Canada does not have any legal instruments to require the vessel owner to grant access to 
non-marine safety inspectors to board their vessel

The crew on the Jack Shear were unable to board the barge due to weather. 
The tug North Arm Prowler responded to the call. MCTS contacted the Norma H 
and the Ocean Clipper tasking them to assist. The Gordon Reid was also tasked 
and with and ETA on scene 1930hrs. 

Nov 27 0146hrs update: 

The responsible party activated arrangements with Western Marine Response 
Corp. 

- The Heiltsuk have been notified. 

-CCG vessels Gordon Reid and Cape Farewell are staged in the area. 

- No indication of a spill at theis time. 

1241hrs update: 

- No pollution event at this time. 

The barge is currently under tow headed to Seaforth Channel and Norman 
Morrison Bay.

Engineering has completed an assessment of the fuel state on board the Jake Shearer utilizing 
information from before the incident and the current soundings of the tanks provided by the vessel 
crew. The fuel load on board at the time of departure from last port less the amount used during the 
transit corresponds well with the fuel amount currently on board. We have had an ingress of water to 
one forward fuel tank or the adjoining ballast water tank. The rate of ingress of water is fairly small. 
There has been no loss of fuel from the vessel. 


The vessel is stable and will remain stable, as the ingress of water is confined to the two tanks. 
The divers that have been scheduled to attend will inspect the hull to determine any damaged locations 


and make temporary repairs if required. ABS has been contacted and indicated that they intend to 
attend the vessel to perform an assessment prior to departure from its current anchorage.

VVeather: SSE 10/15, Seas 1 foot, Bar 1015.3, Air Temp 7.0, Sea Temp 8.4, Visibility 2-3 nm, Light Rain. 
Earl W. Redd took over the tow line from Gulf Cajun for Jake Shearer. Gulf Cajun departed last night. 


TC inspection found damage to the tow pins, which was from the initial breaking apart of the Zidell 277 and the Jake 
Shearer. Water was found to be entering the fuel tank, but still remains uncertain as to where it is coming from. 


The ICP is currently on standby. 


Overflights occurred today with CCG and the Province. At the time of their observation, there were no signs of oil in 
the water. 


The Bartlett conducted a crew change today at noon. The vessel with crew will be spending the night in Port Hardy. 
The Eagle Bay was on site throughout the day today, and will be in Bella Bella tonight. 
The Gil Sentinel is back in Prince Rupert as of 1450. 


UC corrected initial statement that there was 3.5 million litres of diesel and 500,000 litres of gasoline, to there being 
3.5 million gallons of diesel and 500,000 gallons of diesel. Totaling approximately 13,300,000L of fuel between the 
two vessels. 


Divers arrived in Bella Bella at approximately 1330. The divers, CCG, and Heiltsuk before leaving dock to review the 
plan and the incident safety plan. They left the dock towards the site at 1425. 


Diving operations resulted in the disturbance of sea growth on the bottom of the Jake Shearer, which showed a very 
light, non-recoverable sheen and a hairline crack on the hull. 


There were two Unified Command teleconferences today - the first occurring this morning at 0800, and the second 
this evening at 1600. 


5. Future Outlook/Goals/Needs/Issues: 


The divers will potentially be filling the crack with Splash Zone. The dive inspection is planned to be completed this 
evening. 


In the event of a release, the Eagle Bay is on standby with recovery and containment, which could be promptly 
deployed if required. 


Organization of a demob plan to happen today; Demob to be activated pending the results of the divers' inspection. 


CCG initiating transfer of lead to TC. 


There will be another Unified Command check-in teleconference tomorrow morning at 0800.

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Here is a direct excerpt from the CSA Z275.2-15 Occupational Safety Code for Diving, and WorkSafeBC code. Some dive 
companies follow the WorkSafeBC Regulations. | personally believe that all diving operations that involve overhead 
environments and tools should be done using Surface Supply Diving techniques. 


7 SCUBA diving 

7.1 General 

7.1.1 

SCUBA diving applies to diving operations in which divers use self-contained underwater breathing apparatus. It may be 
used in a tethered or untethered mode. SCUBA diving shall not be used in offshore gas and oil diving operations. 

Note: /t is generally recommended that free-swimming SCUBA diving not be used for commercial diving operations except where 
surface-supplied techniques are inappropriate. It is recognized that occupational divers may require the use of free-swimming 
SCUBA equipment in the performance of their duties. 

7.1.2 

This Standard does not address the use of SCUBA providing recirculating apparatus (closed and semi- closed circuit). It 
is possible that permission to use such apparatus will be required. 

7.1.3 

SCUBA shall not be used for diving operations involving underwater intakes, and/or entry into pipes, or conditions as 
outlined in Clause 4.4.3.1 (penetration diving). See Annex J for operational guidelines on penetration diving. 

7.1.4 

SCUBA shall not be used for diving operations that involve 

a)welding; 

b)burning/cutting; 

c)high-pressure jetting; 

d)hoisting; 

e)dredging; 

f)the use of power tools; or 

g)the use or handling of explosives [with the exception of the clearance/remediation of unexploded explosive ordnance 
(UXO), provided that a hazard assessment has determined that the use of surface supply diving techniques and equipment 
would lead to an increased risk and specific tasks associated with police diving or improvised explosive devices (IEDs)]. 
For UXO and police diving operations, see CSA Z275.6. 

7.1.5 

A lifeline tended from the surface shall be used at all times in diving operations under ice, or where potentially 
hazardous situations such as water currents, low visibility, and adverse weather conditions exist, and where the diver 
does not have clear access to the surface. 

7.2 Maximum depth 

The depth of dives for a diver using SCUBA shall not exceed 40 m (130 ft) or at a lesser maximum depth as required. 


Work SAFE BC Regulations 
G24.37 Restrictions on scuba 


Issued September 1999 

Section 24.37(1) of the Occupational Health and Safety Regulation states: 

Scuba must not be used in underwater construction, burning, welding, salvage operations, demolition, jetting and suction 
dredging or other diving operations in which the diver 

(a) may be entrapped, 

(b) does not have free access to the surface, 

(c) may be exposed to a contaminated environment, or 

(d) could be adversely affected by hazardous underwater or surface work activities or conditions which could be 
alleviated if the diver were using surface supplied air. 

This section does not prevent the use of scuba in all operations involving underwater construction, burning, welding, 
salvage, demolition, jetting and suction dredging. It only applies to those operations where one of paragraphs (a) to (d)

There has been some discussion regarding the limitations of SCUBA in commercial diving. The following is 
an excerpt from Worksafe BC. 


(Restrictions apply to the use of scuba for 
occupational diving purposes. Scuba cannot be 

used for underwater construction, demolition, 
salvage and recovery, jetting, blasting, welding or 
cutting, penetrations or in other areas if the diver is 
exposed to a hazard such as differentials of pressure, 
excessive flows, confined spaces, contaminated 
environments, or entrapment. Surface-supplied 
diving equipment must be used in place of scuba.)

The divers completed their underwater inspection last night (November 29, 2017) . Classification specialists have also 
completed their inspections. 


The inspections to the Jake Shearer tug revealed three cracks on the port side forward. These cracks were temporarily 
patched by the divers. Soundings and overnight observations of the affected tanks indicate the patches are holding. 


Transport Canada inspectors are en route to the vessel this morning to review the inspection reports and approve the vessel 
for transit. A U.S. inspector is en route to complete their inspection and give permission for both vessels to re-enter American 
waters. Harley Marine is currently working on a tow plan. 


Correction: The Jake Shearer tug and fuel barge are carrying a combined total of approximately 12.4 million L of gas and diesel 
fuel. They were originally reported to be carrying approximately 3.5 million L of diesel and 500,000 L of 
gasoline. These numbers were mistakenly understood as litres instead of gallons.

With regard to your question about releasing audio files... 


CCG and MCTS policy is that data (audio or video recordings, reports, log entries, etc.) is not released to non-government 
entities unless they are requested under ATIP. In the past the AC has authorized the release of information to some First 
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Nations bands (i.e. the Nathen E. Stewart incident) but this was based on transparency issues while the Incident 
Command Post was working with the Hieltsuk band. 


Government entities like Transport Canada, Environment Canada, and the US Coast Guard are given data based solely on 
a request to the MCTS Superintendent but these are reviewed before authorization, and all materials are first vetted for 
protected information before distribution.

Here's the basic time-line from the JRCC Victoria SAR log with an emphasis on tug allocation.

4. Situation Summary as of Time of Report: 


The divers and Class ABS completed their survey of the tug Jake Shearer and barge Zidell Marine 277 at 
approximately 20:30 hours on Nov 29". Minor damage to the barge and tug were noted, including a bent gangway 
securing brackets and one fuel tank sounding pipe, a crack on windlass bottom bracket, and dents at anchor leading 
bracket. They also reported three cracks on port side forward of the Jake Shearer, which have been patched up by 
the divers and the vessel and class are closely monitoring the soundings. 


CCGS Bartlett and Gordon Reid will be returning to program work (SAR/MNS), and the Bella Bella Life Boat (Cape 
St James) will remain tasked to support the incident. CCG Environmental Response crews will return to their 
appropriate bases. The CCG helicopter will be conducting a final overflight of Norman Morrison Bay with CCG and 
Heilsuk the morning of Nov 30". 


WCMRC assets will be returning the containment boom to Shearwater, and the vessels will be returning to base. 


Environmental Unit: (Participants within the EU were Heiltsuk Nation, Harley Marine Services, Federal Government 
and the Provincial Government) 


e Completion of the ICS 232 for Norman Morrison Bay was developed for a potential worst case scenario

The only noteworthy part of the survey is that divers discovered three 3" cracks at the chine of the hull. It was reported 
that the divers brushed the hull clear to see the crack, and when they came to the surface shortly after a silver sheen 
appeared at the surface. The divers applied splash zone (putty) to the cracks. No oil observed since then. This minor 
issue was discussed within the UC, and calmly noted without greater discussion.

The divers completed their underwater inspection last night (November 29, 2017) . Classification specialists have also 
completed their inspections. 


The inspections to the Jake Shearer tug revealed three cracks on the port side forward. These cracks were temporarily 
patched by the divers. Soundings and overnight observations of the affected tanks indicate the patches are holding. Harley 
Marine Services will have two weeks to make permanent repairs to both vessels. 


Transport Canada inspectors are en route to the vessel this morning to review the inspection reports and approve the vessel 


for transit. A U.S. inspector is en route to complete their inspection and give permission for both vessels to re-enter American 
waters. 
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Harley Marine Services is currently working on a tow plan. This plan will be submitted to Transp approval 


before the vessels get underway. 
Correction: The Jake Shearer tug and fuel barge are carrying a combined total of approximately 12.4 million L of gas and diesel 
fuel. They were originally reported to be carrying approximately 3.5 million L of fuel. This number was mistakenly understood 


in litres instead of gallons. 


No further updates are expected unless the situation deteriorates.

e The Government of Canada is working in partnership with Indigenous 
communities and key stakeholders to strengthen marine safety under the 
Oceans Protection Plan, the largest investment ever made to protect Canada’s 
oceans and waterways. Measures taken as part of the Oceans Protection Plan 
(https://www.tc.gc.ca/en/campaigns/protecting-coasts.html) will help guard 
against marine incidents like the Nathan E. Stewart. For example, The 
Canadian Coast Guard will create 24/7 emergency management and response 
capacity within the Regional Operations Centre in Victoria to better plan and 
coordinate effective response during an incident. In addition, the Coast Guard 
will establish six new radar stations, modernize emergency response 
equipment, increase tow capacity (including tow kits on existing large vessels 
and two leased towing vessels capable of towing commercial tankers and 
container ships), and establish a new emergency response depot in Port 
Hardy. 

e The Government of Canada wants Indigenous peoples to play an active role in

1.1 Purpose of Dive 


The purpose of the dive was to: 


s To reassess the extent of the damage to the hull of the tug. Priority being the forward of 
midships where access was limited due to the positioning of the Jake Shearer in the pocket of 
the Z277. 

= To inspect the stern pocket of the Z277 where the Jake Shearer limited access. 

= To drill stop the previously assessed cracks and to drill stop any other found cracks. 

a To reapply Splashzone to all cracks. 

« To photograph and video the repairs. 


1.2 Procedure 


A dive was undertaken to remove the previously applied Splashzone. A four Ibs sledge hammer, cold 
chisel and axe were used to remove the Splashzone. Three cracks were center punched and drilled at 
both ends. A 3/16 cobalt drill bit and pneumatic drill were used to complete this. Photographs and 
video were then taken of the three areas. Splashzone was then reapplied to those three cracks.

2.0 Survey Results and Work Performed 


2.1 Repairs to Portside 


The diver removed the previously applied Slashzone, using a hammer, chisel and axe. Upon re 
inspection of the damaged area, the diver concluded that the forward two cracks are likely joined 
together behind an obstruction. Therefore leaving three cracks instead of four. These three cracks 
were then center punched and drill through. A 3/16 hole is now found at the terminus of all three 
cracks. 

After videoing and photographing the now drilled cracks, Splashzone was again applied to the three 
areas. 

The most forward crack, C1, is found along the bilge keel between frames 14 and 15. The next crack 
heading aft,C2, is found along the bilge keel between frames 15 and 16. The most aft crack, C3, is 
found along the bilge keel at frame 16. 


Two hours after applying the Splashzone, the diver re-examined the damaged area. The Splashzone 
has begun to cure, the Splashzone is now firm and slightly tacky to the touch. It is the diver opinion 


that all is well with the repair. 


Photographs and Video will be provided with, albeit separately, this report. 


2.2 Visual Inspection of Zidell 277 


Damage was found only on the portside of the pocket at the stern of the Zidell 277. 2 dents and 2 
scrapes were noted during the inspection. The first dent begins above water line and continues 3 feet 
below water line. The plating is inset 1.5 inches and has a diameter of 10 feet. The second dent is 
located 13 feet below water, has a ten foot diameter and is inset 3 inches. The two scrapes run 
parallel to each other, have a length of 8 feet and a maximum depth of 1/8" inch. 


2.3 Video Inspection of the Bow section of the Jake Shearer. 


Nothing new was noticed during the insection of the Jake Shearer since being removed from the 
pocket of the Zidell 277.

The barge is loaded with 3.5 million litre of diesel and approx. .5 
million litres of gasoline. at 1830 PST, crew from the barge was able to deploy an anchor from the

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barge. The barge is currently anchored and holding position .5 nm west of Gosling Rocks. CCGS 
Gordon Reid arrived on scene at 1940 PST. Will standby for safety of 2 crew members on 
barge. CCGS Cape St. James arrived on scene. Tug Norma H now proceeding to scene. ETA 0400 
PST. Tug Gulf Cajun intends to drop barge in Bella Bella and also proceed to scene. No ETA at this 
time. CCGS Cape St. James standing down. Tug Gulf Cajun passed tow of dangerous goods to Norma 
H and has now taken over as the primary response tug. Gulf Cajun currently on scene with the barge, 
attaching tow line.

Fisheries and Oceans Canada Jake Shearer / Goose Island Incident Debrief 


On Sunday the 26" of November the articulated tug barge Jake Shearer separated in high 
waves off Goose Island on the central coast of BC. During the separation the pin connection 
between the tug and the barge were torn apart preventing the Jake Shearer tug taking contro! of 
the barge. Crew on the barge dropped its anchors to prevent further drift. The barge held her . 
position 600m from the Gooseling rocks in heavy seas for over 12hrs. Initially the barge was 
reported to have 3.5Million litres of diesel and 500-000 litres of on board, which was corrected to 
13.5 million liters of fuel om Nov 28". Coastguard took control, led the SAR effort and worked 
with the responsible party to have the barge moved to a place of refugee (Norman Morison Bay 
off Seaforth Channel) by a tug on November the 27". After TC and US Coastguard inspected 
the barge and tug repairwork was conducted to the tug and barge at the place of refuge, and 
then they proceeded to Alaskan waters by 1* of December. 


1.0 Notification Processes 
1.1. Strengths 


1. Contact list for DFO Science allowed for a quick turnaround of information requests 
. Detailed responses from Science SME came back in the requested timeframe 

3. Access to Coast Guards Common Operating Picture online provided real time 
information on vessel position, far more accurate than the marine AIS websites.

C&P at 
RHQ was not in the loop, Genevieve, or her director was not notified until Eric forwarded 
an email. 
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7. Oceans: Eric participated on some of the incident calls that happened at 0800 and 1600 
every day for operational update, confusion on who is on these calls. Eric was not invited 
to all off them. 

8. Lack of mailforwarding capacity within the PAC incident einbox is still significantly 
impacting our ability to receive information in a timely fashion 

9. The RDG received CCG updates by 27" of November

10. After the initial communication of the pollution report and the call by CCG for DFO 
Science and Oceans to mobilise, no direct notifications were send. Notifications were 
purely based on individuals emails rather than the shared inbox. 

11. Limited communication around what calls are held for what group, for example EU or 
Unified Command or just Operations. Ultimately these calls seem to be for the people 
involved in the operations. 

12. Two offices from TC not looped in. 

13. An Incident Command Post was stood up in Port Hardy, only EMBC and CCG stood up 
there with HN and the polluter. DFO Oceans and Science staff were ready to deploy, but 
were told by CCG to stand down around 2pm on Monday.
